Many of the old Tea Caddies are very small, recalling the fact that 
tea was an expensive luxury in the 18th Century—the price when 
tea first began to be used as a beverage was from £5 to £10 a pound 
(Pepys in his diary, writing on Sept. 28/1660, says: “J did send 
Jor a cup of tee (a China drink) of which I had never drank before.” 
In 1700 the price was from 40s. to 50s. per pound, in 1740 zt 
ranged from 7s. to 24s., and the word caddy itself rs a corruption 
of the Malay word “ katt” —a weight of rather over a pound ; in 
which size package the tea was made up—a kati of tea” soon 
became a caddy of tea..
